Never before had there been waged a similaT 
diplomatic campaign for peace, but after Amer­ 
ica’s entry into the conflict, the exhibition of mili­ 
tary, preparation stands without an equal in the 
history of mankind. 
A pacifist no, but a true disciple of peace—
